London, September 4—Folks in America 
who believe themselves entitled to for- 
tunes in this country will be interested 
@ hear that according to returns made 
during the parliamentary’ session just 
| closed there is now over $321,000,000 in 
the hands of the British government 
awaiting lawful claimants. There is small 
likeliiood, however, that any consider- 
able portion of it will ever find its way 
into the pockets of the latter. This vast 
sum is retained by the crown Officials 
because those to whom it belongs have 
not succeeded in proving their claims to 
it to the law’s salisfaction, or, ignorant 
of what is due them, have not put in any 
claims for it, To get the government to 
give up money it has once got a tight 
grip on is a very difficult and costly mat- 
ter. For a poor claimant without the 
means of defraying the legal expenses the 
chanves of obtaining restitution are well 
nigh hopeless. It is perhaps, therefore, 
just as well for their peace of mind that 
hundreds of poor people scattered over 
the world have no knowledge that in the 
British treasury are large fortunes to 
which they are entitled—provided they 
can prove it. If they knew it and under- 
took to prove it in the great majority of 
cases it would simply result in the law- 
yers getting what little money they have. 
Meanwhile the government does not ad- 
vertise for claimants to any portion of 
the colossal! hoard in its treasury. 


Millions Tied Up. 


In the great morgue of litigation and 
“expectations’’ — chancery—funds and 
estates aggregating in value $273,612,305 
are now tied up. But as a fund is not 
considered unclaimed until it has been in 
court undealt with for fifteen years, it 
is impossible to estimate the proportion 
of this colossal sum which belongs to 
missing owners, It i# certain though that 
most of them will never get a penny of it. 
Funds in chancery in Ireland amount to) 
$24,392,505, of which the same statement | 
is equally true.

There are seven railroads concerned in 
the fight for fair rates. They are: 

The Central, the Atlanta and West 
Polmt, the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, all in the first class, or class A, 
and the Southern, the Central of Geor- 
gia, the Seaboard Air Line and the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern, afl in the 
third class, or class C. 

While the railroad commission has at 
all times considered complaints of specific 
inequities in rates and when it seemed 
proper made the changes prayed for the 
standard tariff stands as a whole in prac- 
tically the same state as it did when first 
formulated, twenty years ago, although 
prices of many commodities have greatly 
fallen off since then and has materially 
decreased. 

These facts will all be taken into con- 
sideration by the commission, and, it is 
hoped and believed, the standard tariff |! 
nd the presént classification of railroads 
will be so changed that the existing evils 
and discriminations will be in a great 
Measure at least done away with.

Few will be the open doors today, be- 
cause this is the one day of the year 
set apart for the laboring men the coun- 
try over, the day upon which the em- 
ployers. have by common consent given 
to thelr employees, 

And if there is an Atlantan skeptical of 
the force, strength and character of the 
working people of the Gate City of the 
south all his doubt willl be easily re- 
moved by watching the faces and the 
forms of the men who are in that line 
today. 

The parade will form this morning on 
Marietta street, the formation beginning 
probably as early as 9 o'clock, for it is 
contemplated that the line will be under 
way by 10:30 o'clock. In forming for 
the parade the work will be in accord- 
ance with the wishes of Chief Marshal 
Hewitt in this manner: 

The first division will form on Marietta 
street, with the head resting at Grady’s 
monument.

The Legal Aid Society of New York 
has, during tts twenty-eight years of 
existence, done wonders and accomplished 
the greatest benefit for the deserving poor 
in extending counsel to all who were too 
poor to employ counsel and had a meri- 
| torious case. The reports show that it 
has taken charge of 165,267 applications 
at a cost of $163,861, and has recovered

as fast as they can get their crops ready, 
in lots of two, six, ten or twenty bales, 
ang those who hold on to their entire 
product until late in the season, it 
would be hard to determine positively 
which class secures the most profitable 
results. As a matter of opinion, I an 
inclineg to think that the last named 
class—those who wait later and sell in 
crop lots—are the luckler. 

It js @ fact, however, that the 
majority of those who sell early 
often are not in such financial condition 
as would justify withholding their crops 
from sale while owing for supplies bought 
on a credit and other debts incurred 
during the growing season. 

The advice to hold on to the bulk of 
the crop and sell only as may be de- 
mandedg by obligations that may be more 
or less pressing, seems sound and rea- 
sonable, and I believe it ought to be 
accepted and acted upon by the major- 
ity of farmers who, unfortunately, are 
in the debtor class—provided they can 
arrange to ‘stand off’ their creditors 
by an acceptable arrangement. And 
here comes in the vital consideration 
that lies at the bottom of the whole 
question, viz:—the facilities offered to 
the farmer for getting money to meet 
his matured and maturing debts. What 
do these facilties amount to? What 
sort of a chance does a farmer stand 
for borrowing money from the banks, 
for three or. six months, at a reasonable 
rate of Interest, In competition with the 
always heavy demand on the part 
spec®lative buyers, manufacturers, 
porters, etc., for ‘‘money to move the 
cotton crop.’” Are there any banks or 
other lenders of money, ready to advance 
money to farmers based on ware house 
receipts for cotton fn store, at such 
rates of interest and on such terms as to 
extension of debts as the farmers can 
accede to? I don't know, and 
hope that if there are any guch lenders 
and if there is such money to be had, 
that the facts will be duly advertised in 
the papers. 

Some very intelligent men, unques- 
tioned in their sincerity and devotion to 
the interests of the farmers, advise the 
marketing of the crop “in ten months 
instead of tnree months,”’ selling one- 
tenth every month, or thereabouts. This 
is good advice and would be practical if 
the farmers were in condition to do 
without money, or could get money ani 
reasonable living rates of interest, while 
the 4en months are passing by, 

There ts talk of building farmers’ ware 
houses and loaning money on cotton 
ware house receipts, at low rates. so 
that the farmer can keep his cotton and

The work’referred to therein has 
been undertaken in the interest of de- 
veloping the culture of this most import- 
am native fruit throughout the south, 
and I shall appreciate any publicity that 
you may feel disposed to give it through 
your columns, as it is desired to reach us 
many persons interested in grape growing 
in your section as possible.

The United States department of agri- 
culture is investigating the scuppernong 
grape with a view to determining the 
best varieties, methods of culture, prun- 
ing, training, etc., as well as the uses to 
which the fruit can be put. One of the 
features of this investigation which Is 
considered of particular importance is the 
locating of vines of this type, either wild 
or in cultivation, that are known to ex- 
cel in productiveness, size, color or qual- 
ity of fruit, or in some other important 
particular. 

In this connection, the viticulturist of 
the bureau of plant industry, who has 
the work in charge, will be glad to re- 
ceive reports on such vines from persons 
who know of their excellence, stating the 
facts regarding them and the points of 
special merit that have been observed in 
them.
